DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Dept. of the Columbta.—Brig. Gen. T. H. Ruger, 


A RECENT trip from San Francisco to Fort Canby, 
Washington, at the mouth of the Columbia River, 
origipally called Fort Cape Disappoimtment, but 
changed in January, 1875, to Canby in memory of 
the murdered General Canby, gave an opportunity 
to renew acquaintance with some old friends 
formed many years ago. The post iscommanded by 
Major ral McCrea, 5th Artillery, an experienced 
artiilery officer of 29 years’ service, who proved his 
valor at Antietam, Gettysburg and Olustee, where 
he was severely wounded. Asa light battery com- 
mander in the Ist Artillery, he made a splendid re- 
cord, and he bas.bad much experience as a quar- 
termaster, so that all these experiences combined 
produce a first clase field officer and post com- 
mander. Two batteries of the 5tb hold the fort, 
their captains being tne scholarly and studious An- 
thony Wayne Vogdes and the genial and sturdy 
little soldier Bepjimin K. Roberts, known to his 
familiars as ** Bennie.” The fort and surroundings 
are in as good trim as can be made with the means 
and material furnished, and the men seem con- 
tented and happy. Major McCrea is a disciplinar- 
ian, but bis command at Canby is exercised with 
wise discretion, and as a consequence the garrison 
is in good trim in every respect. Here also is that 
expert quartermaster and commissary—Ist Lieut. 
Hepry J. Reilly—whose experience in these depart- 
ments during the last 20 years has been ample, and 
other posts than Canby have in the ) past bene- 
fited by bis judicious and energetic handling of the 
Quartermarter’s Department. He is vearing his 
captaincy alter a service ia the old 6th dating from 
September, 1864. The otber two heutenants at the 
post are Edward T. Brown and Sidney S. Jordan, 
the latter attending to the duties’ of adjutant. 
Three lieutenants are absent, W. B, Homer, on duty 
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‘and Ruetr wives and fam 
at Canby make up a nice sociel party. aod tb 
it is somewhat dullande deal of routine, there 

ts the life military at than 
Canby. Majer Jobn D. Hall, an experienced phy- 
sician, with 23 years service, has charge of the medi- 


garrison. 

From Fort Canby to Vancouver Barracks is not a 
tiresome journey, and a visit therewill repay the 
tourist fully. it isan important post, the Hdqrs. 
of the Dept. of the Columbia being here, thougb, 
alas, with no General Officer present for duty for a 
long time past, the captain on the bridge being 
Gen. Ruger at San Francisco, and the man at the 
helm Major Thomas Ward, of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, an old ist Artilleryman and a 
good fellow allround. And what a number of old 
friends are with him: Col. J. G. C. Lee, Chief Quar- 
termaster, an old Chicago acquaintance; Nasn, of 
the Subsistence De ment; Capt. [ogalls, assist- 
ant to Col. Lee: **Chariie,” the boy of 20 odd years 
ago who came to New York to undergo prelimin- 
ary training under tnat fine old veteran, Gen. Rufus 
Ingalls, Quartermaster General of the Army from 
1882 to 1883, and witb a war record second to pone. 
Capt. “‘ Charlie’’ McClure handles the law business 
of the Department and handles it well. The post 
proper 1s commanded by Col. Thomas M. Anderson, 
14th Inf., ascholarly Ohioan and experienced offi- 
cer, wbose service dates from April, 1861, when he 
joined Co. A of the 6th Obio as a private and passed 
a few weeks later into the Regular Army as a 2d 
lieutenant of cavalry and shortly safterwards 
cmerged as a full-fledged captain ofinfantry. One 
troop of the 4th Cavalry is here and six companies 
of the 14th Infantry, not counting the two skele- 
tons. Maj.-Gen. Schoficld’s son, Lieut. ** Diek,” 1s 
here with the cavalry troop, a genial young fellow 
and a gereral favorite. Another fine young fellow 
bere is Fred Sladen, whose father, Capt. Jos. Sladen. 
well-known throughout the Army io the staff and 
out of it, resides not far away—at Portland. Oregon. 
Other officers are here too, old acquaintances, but 
they must be referred to hereafter, us a note of in- 
vitation to make a visit to Boise Bks. had to be 
promptly obeyed.

Joe Keeffe, a veteran of the 2d Artillery from 1853 
to 1862 and a 5th Artillery officer from 1862 to 1875. 
He might bave been a captain of cavairy in 1867 but 
declined. He has just turned his 58th birthday, so 
tbat be must have joined the Army when 20 years 
of age. The sight of Major Noyes recalls vividly 
the days of long ago, the cashing captain of the 2d 
Cavalry at the capture of Selma, Ala., on the 2d of 
April, 1865, which gave him the brevet of major. He 
is in the prime of life, being not yet 52 years of age. 
The junior captain at Boise is Cunhffe H. Murray, 
of the Cavairy,a South Carolinian by birtn, who 
left West Point in 1877 and got his troop in April, 
1890. To emphasize the peculiarities of promotion, 
here at the same post is Lt. Carver Howland, uf the 
4th Infantry, who left West Point in 1876 and who is 
still many, many files from the head of his grade. 
He is an experienced officer, for some years adjutant 
of bis regiment, and has charge of the Q. M. D. and 
8. D. at Boise Bks.

M. Weyl con- 
siders that, in view of the ease with which a German 
Squadron could slipthrough the North Sea Canal 
when completed, it is indispensable that steps 
should be at once taken to look after this portion of 
the coast, and suggests that Boulogne should be 
adapted to serve asa watch station for the protec- 
tion of the channel.

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FOREIGN CRITICISM ON AMERICAN SOLDIERS 


Mr. PovuLTNEY BIGELOW’s report of his eonversa- 
tion with the Emperor William, concerning Von 
Moltke’s opinion of our civil war, may be accepted 
as conclusive, though it does not agree with what is 
said by General Lord Wolseley in his article on Gen- 
eral Sherman in the London United Service Maga- 
zine. Lord Wolseley tells us that the Field Mar- 
shal at the time of General Sherman’s death, stated 
‘that he had not studied the history of the great 
Confederate war ip any detail.” In connection with 
this he says: ‘‘ Even the best American historians 
of its most striking events refer to each operation 
in each campaign as settling forever many vexed 
questions in tactics, and as laying down for all time 
great laws upon the science and art of war. Yet 
the American military writers must surely know 
that this war is very little studied by the officers of 
Continental armies; that in the staff colleges of the 
great powers very few illustrations are drawn from 
even those brilliant operations by means of which 
Lee, with very insignificant means and resources, 
kept the great Northern armies at bay tor four 
years.” Lord Wolseley thinks that the European 
student of war ‘‘may be excused if he abandons the 
study of works when such a misappropriation of 
terms is constantly resorted to.” He says: ‘‘It is 
because the experience of war, fought with troops 
constituted as those of the Northern and Southern 
States were in this great internecine struggle, con- 
veys so little tactical instruction to the Regular offi- 
cer, that its history is so little read by the European 
military student. It is, I think, to be much regretted, 
that none of the American military writers have re- 
membered this. Had they done so, they would, I 
think, have avoided the use of the ‘superlative’ 
somewhat more than they have done.” 

The Edinburgh Review for April contains a criti- 
cism upon our war which may be read with profit. 
Our early lack of discipline is dwelt upon at length, 
and the retreat from Cold Harbor is ascribed to this 
and not to want of courage or to demoralization. 
Our troops simply lacked the stamina that nothing 


but discipline can give. The slow progress during 
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important operations is ascribed in part to the in- 
experience of the staff, but chiefly “to the absenee 
of order and regularity on the line of march.” No 
large army in the first three years of the American 
war, this writer says, ‘‘went near rivalling the con- 
tinuous movement of 220,000 men, when six Ger- 
man army corps followed for nine days in pursuit 
of MacMahon, encumbered with a huge supply 
train—for the district was barren—and an enor- 
mous mass of artillery. The missing men were to 
be found in ambulance and hospital ; stragglers, in 
the worst sense of the word, there were none. 
Every man who was physically fit answered to his 
name at the evening bivouack. Every man who 
could carry his rifle was found in his place when 
the battle opened.” In the end, however, Grant was 
able to so rely on the discipline, no less than on 
the courage of his soldiers, and to wear out his op- 
ponent by incessant attack. 

Two opinions of our war have been expressed by 
foreign observers, one relating to our early expe- 
riences and the other to those coming later on, 
Lord Wolseley, drawing his illustration from Shiloh, 
says : ‘‘The military student is also much struck by 
the honest seriousness in which Americau writers 
apply the term ‘veterans’ to troops whom European 
military writers would describe as very raw levies. 
It is strange to hear this term applied to men who 
have never gone through any course of military 
training, although they had, perhaps, been present 
during some months of fierce but very loose fight- 
ing against levies as undisciplined as themselves.” 





From the ‘‘ Imprimerie Anestis Constantinids2 
Athenee” we receive a ‘‘ Mémoir sur un Nouveau 
Systéme de Bouches a Feu Démontables, par Pierre 
8. Lycoudis, chef de bataillon du génie Hellénique.” 
It is a handsomely printed and paper bound quarto 
of 48 pages, having at the end six large folded 
plates and several illustrations in the text. The 
author cites various examples to show the import 
ance of having the artillery sufficiently mobile to 
accompany the other arms in mountain warfare, 
and describes a proposed system of manufacturing 
guns so that they can be carried in sections, being 
easily dismounted and assembled again. 








AN officer of long and distinguished service in 
the Army of the United States, and a man of the 
soundest judgment, suggests this inquiry: ‘‘ Should 
not the United States go slow in enlisting savages 
to do their fighting? Greece, Rome, Carthage and 
the great Eastern Empire founded by Constantine 
successively fell and perished after their citizens 
shirked their duty of defending their native land 
and turned that highest duty of the citizen over to 
barbarian mercenaries. Is the enlistment of bar- 
barians to do our duty the beginning of the end? 
God forbid !” This is certainly a subject for the 
gravest consideration, especially in view of the 
growing distaste for military service in this country, 
and the increasing tendency to accept the privileges 
of citizenship without assuming its responsibilities. 
The enlistment of Indians may help to solve the 
problem of Indian con trol, but it is by no means an 
unmixed good. It is to be hoped that the deter- 
mination to appoint non-commissioned officers from 
among the Indians will be abandoned. We have 
gone quite as far as we should in this direction. 
Our little Army has missionary work to do in this 
country, and those whose duty it is to represent its 
interests, and to properly interpret its spirit, should 
have a care lest they put it in a false position by 
giving encouragement to the opinion that it has no 
higher mission than to earn its rations and pay. 





THE U. S. Naval vessels on the Pacific Station are 
having an interesting and novel experience this 
week. Acting under telegraphic instructions sent 
out from the Navy Department May 9th, the 
Charleston, San Francisco, Baltimore, Pensacola, 
Omaha and Ranger are now on the lookout for the 
Ohilian (insurgent) merchant ship Jtata, which is 
charged with violation of the neutrality laws in 
shipping arms from the United States to be used in 
war against the Government of Chili. The Charles- 
ton left San Francisco, under full speed, on this 
mission on the evening of May 9th. She was last 
spoken by a merchant steamer on Monday evening, 
eighty miles South of San Diego, Her arrival at 
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Acapulco, Mexico, is hourly expected. ‘The Omaha, 
which arrived at San Diego May 8th, went ont to 
sea on the following day in search of the fugutive 
ship, but returned two days later unsuccessful and 
js now en route to San Francisco. The San Fran- 
cisco at last accounts was at* Iquique, where 
Admiral Brown received orders to come northward 
with the view to heading off the Ztata. Similar in- 
structions have been sent to Admiral McOann at 
Valparaiso, and it is supposed that he is now en 
route northward with the Baltimore aud Pensacola. 
The text of the despatehes sent to the several 
yessels commanders have not been made public, 
and there is much mystery“surrounding the ac- 
tion of the State and Navy Department, but it is 
not denied that all possible efforts are being made 
tocapture the Jtata which is now regarded as a 
fugitive from justice. 

Secretary Tracy in an interview on the 18th inst. 
stated definitely that the Charleston has orders to 
capture the tata wherever she may be found on the 
high seas. He did not anticipate resistance, but 
said the United States cruiser would carry out her 
orders at all hazards. The Jtata would have to 
take the consequence of her violation of every rule 
of international law in breaking away from the cus- 
tody of the government after seizure. 








Two distinguished veteran officers of the Army 
will be retired for age next week, both still vigor- 
éus and able for service—Colonel Richard I. Dodge, 
11th U. 8. Infantry, on May 19, and Colonel Horatio 
G. Gibson, 8d U. 8. Artillery, May 22. Both are so 
well known throughout the Army, that it seems 
hardly necessary to refer to their military careers, 
which have done so much honor to themselves and 
to their country. Oolonel Dodge was graduated 
from the Military Academy in 1848, and from that 
time up to the present has been a duty officer second 
tonone. During the war he served in various re- 
sponsible positions and since the war his long fron- 
tier service has added to his reputation as a fearless, 
experienced, practical and hardy soldier. In the 
paths of literature he has also achieved success, and 
many thousands have read his reminiscences of a 
soldier’s life in the far West with pleasure. Colonel 
Horatio G. Gibson, 3d Artillery, who retires May 
22, left the Military Academy in July, 1847, and was 
promoted to the artillery arm. During the war, be- 
ing then a captain, he served as lieutenant-eolone} 
and colonel of the 2d Ohio Artillery, and for his 
gallantry at Williamsburg, Antietam and in the field, 
generally, during the war received brevets from 
major to brigadier-general. Since the war he has 
commanded several of our most important artillery 
posts with skill and fidelity. To both of these ex- 
cellent officers we tender our most sincere wishes 
for their future happiness and comfort.

The soldier seems to have 
lived up to his name, for it 1s observed he takes his 
discharge under the act providing for it after three 
years of good and faithful service. 














Ir is learned that the artillery regiments in the 
East have been quite successful in their special regi- 
mental recruiting efforts,and have secured some 
very fair material. [t is now an excellent arm of 


the service and should commend iteelf te aspiring . 
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youths with soldierly proclivities and anxious for 
opportunities to acquire a scientific knowledge of 
the art military. 


Tue Annapolis cadets are dying fora chance to 
get thrashed by the West Point cadets, but the benev- 
olent authorities of the Military Academy refuse to 
subject them to any risks, a kindness which is by no 
} means appreciated. A game of base ball between 
teams from the two Academies was advertised at 
Annapolis fer next Saturday, but the authorities 
say “non possumus,” fearing to establish a prece- 
dent that would interfere with the discipline of the 
Academy. 


SECRETARY OF WAR Proctor, in a recent letter to 
Department Commanders on the subject of raising, 
equipping and caring for the Indian companies, 
says: “The results already accomplished toward 
the raising of a contingent of Indian troops war- 
rant the belief that by patient and persistent effort 
in acquainting the Indians with the purposes and 
wishes of the Department, as herein explained, the 
full number of the companies authorized may be 
recruited. Meanwhile, every Indian company suc- 
cessfully organized and maintained must serve to 
stimulate Indian enlistments.” 

















Dryrstow and Department Com manders have been 
officially notified from Army Headquarters that 
there will be no manceuvres this summer other than 
such limited operations as post commanders may be 
able to carry on with their individual commands 
without extra cost. The majority of the troops bad 
a full supply of mancuvring during last winter’s 
Indian campaign, and the available funds will be 
needed in the exchange of stations already ordered 
and others contemplated. 








CoLONEL APPLETON, commanding the 7th Regi- 
ment, N. G. 8. N. Y., in a recent circular letter to 
company commanders, thus refers to Inspector- 
General Thomas H, Barber, 8. N. Y.: “ Asa gradu- 
ate of West Point he has had the education; asa 
commanding officer in the National Guard he has 
had the experience which teaches the difficulties 
that have to be overcome in maintaining a Na- 
tional Guard regiment ‘up to the standard:’ asa 
prominent citizen of New York City he has a pride 
in the fair name of our regiment, and is jealous of 
its reputation, and accordingly his eriticismis are 
exceedingly valuable to us.”’ 








SEcRETARY PRocToR returned to Washington May 
13, from a two weeks’ visit to Vermont, and is now 
hard at work clearing up a large mass of accumu- 
lated business preparatory to a visit of inspection 
to Western military posts, which will be his last as 
Secretary of War, as his retirement from the Cab- 
inet may soon belooked for. Regarding the question 
of a rearrangement of military commands, the Sec- 
retary said on Thursday last that he had expected 
to reach some conclusion on the subject this week, 
but as General Schofield was absent he would have 
to defer action until he could talk the matter over 
with the General. At the present time, he says, he 
has no definite plans matured. Inasmuch as Gene 
Kautz is now near the headquarters of the Depart. 
ment of the Columbia, it is thought not unlikely 
that he will be assigned to that command to finish 
up his short tour of service. Concerning prospective 
changes in stations of regiments, the Secretary says 
there will probably not be any more during the 
present fiscal year on account of the low state of the 
transportation fund. After July 1 several will prob- 
ably be ordered, and among them, it is now under 
stood, will be an interchange between the 9th and 
lith Infantry. 


W. THORNTON PAREER, M. D., asst.-surg., 2d Corps, 
M. V. M., sends us a vigorous indictment of “The 
U. 8S. Army Regulation bodkin called a sword,’’ 
saying in conclusion: Let some board of officers be 
convened, composed of men who have some know- 
ledge of swords, and let every man who is required 
to carry such weapons be afforded one worthy of a 
soldier. At the armory of Governor's Island there 
are swords enough to arm many officers. Some of 
these weapons are of great beauty and of superb fin- 
ish, especially those of burnished steel of the pat- 
tern of the German field officer, made for our Gov- 
ernment in Germany during the war. These were 
highly prized by our officers on active service, and 
one of them grasped in the hand of a brave and

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Alt have heard of the too particular traveller | 
who pulled down the curtain of bis room while he 
made his toilet and had it violently raised from the 
outside by theowner of a gruff voice, who ex- 
claimed: “I want to see what you are so d—— se- 
cret about.” A similar thirst for knowledge seems 
to actuate the civilian mind in England concerning 
court martial proceenings. and as the law forbids 
secrecy, a too particular court has vitiated its pro- 
ceedings by sitting with closed doors. 








Tue Government Printing Office has recently 
issued an exhaustive index of Volume 1 of the An- 
nual Report of the Secretary of War for 1890. When 
it is remembered what an exhaustive field the Seo- 
tary’s annual report covers, the necessity for a thor- 
ough index will be apparent. The compiler of the 
index referred to has produced a work of much 
value, for the various headings are so systematically 
arranged as to enable the reader to find out what - 
he wantsina moment. We suggest in this connec- 
tion the value of a consolidated index covering the 
entire report. 


THE Canadian Military Institute publishes as one 
of its series of “Selected Papers,” some interesting 
“Incidents in the Early Military History of Canada,” 
by Lieut.-Col. R. Z. Rogers. Not the least interesting 
of the reminiscences is an account of the War of 
1812, which the writer concludes by saying: “ Al- 
though not unchequered by disaster, and even ins 
few instances tainted by disgrace, on the whole 
these campaigns must ever hold an honorable plac 
in the annals of the British Army in America.” 











THE Army and Navy Gazette discusses at length 
the causes of the unpopularity of British military 
service, which makes it so difficult to keep the 
Army at its proper strength under the present sys- 
tem of voluntary recruiting. It concludes that the 
reason why eligible young men do not seek enlist- 
ment is because the asserted “advantages of the 
Army” are imaginary rather than real, at least 
from the point of view of the recruit. The men of 
the Navy enter as boys and having early become 
accustomed to naval life are not asa rule discon- 
tented with their lot. They are welcomed in the 
great naval towns where Jack is a persona grata, 
and makes himself thoroughly happy. Thé re- 
straints of discipline are felt much more by the re- 
cruits, and they chafe at being kept in barracks 
without apparent reason and treated according to 
the old system of dealing with them as if they were 
helpless children. Officers do not give sufficient 
thought to varying the soldier’s training to avoid 
monotony. Men like to be told how small operations 
of war would probably be carried out on the 
ground where they stand, and to practically assist 
in the representation thereof. It isseldom found 
that there is lack of attention on the part of a com- 
pany when practicing military training under a 
good and popular officer who takes pains to interest 
his men in the work they are dcing. The system of 
stoppages isa fruitful source of discontent among 
old soldiers, and their stories of the great injustices 
that they have suffered is a great deterrent tore 
cruiting. These are among the reasons named, aside 
-g the general British prejudice against Army 

e. 


TE death of General Von Moltke suggests again 
the question as to what is the secret of longevity. 
The famous German was moderate in eating and 
drinking, but he was not a teetotalerand he did not 
live by rule: Ericsson who followed the most rigid 
rules died in his 8th year. Our General Patterson 
of Philadelphia, was accustomed to take five bottles 
of champagne at a sitting—a fact we state on the 
authority of different persons familiar with his 
habits. General Greene, whose ninetieth birthday 
has just been celebrated, attended three festivities at 
least in his natal week and took his full share of the 
liquid refreshments. He follows no rule; indeed as 
a physician recently told us, he disregards the 
rules supposed to be necessary for longevity. Yet he 
is in the full possession of his faculties and in every 
way vigorous and healthy. A gentleman who in- 
vestigated this matter of longevity, tells us that the 
only babit that nonagenarians seemed to have in 
common was, that of spending much time in the 
open air. As long as he could ride Moltke was much 
in the saddle, and he was a constant walker. 











Returns have been received at the Navy Depart- 
ment sufficient to show conclusively that the de- 
mand for tbe immediate withdrawal of the marines 
from our ships has met with little favor. The pe- 
titions so zealously circulated to that end, have ob- 
tained but few signatures and excited so little 
discussion upon the berthdeck that the entente cor. 
didle between sailors and marines has not been dis- 
turbed. If wisdom has any place in the do me of the 
Marine Corps, the counsel of one of its old and hard- 
working officers will be heeded, and it will at once 





put itself upon a plane so conspicuous for usefulness 
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that ne amount of self-interest can again prompt a 
question of ite dispensability. 


Tue Secretary of War has decided that the pay- 
ment from canteen funds of extra compensation to 
officers in charge of canteens is not authorized by 
the regulations. The surprise is not that there 
should be such a decision, but that there should be 
any occasion for it.

The fact that the marines are 
persistently denied their legal ration when on shore 
and left to the mervy of contractors and post trad- 
ers, is the cause of bitter disscontest among both 
oficers and men. 

Recruiting for the Marine Corps is reported satis- 
factory at Eastern stations, and a good class of men 
—nortly young Americans—is being vbtained. Ke- 
ports from the Pacific Coast represent recruitiog 
there very dull for both Marine Corpsand Navy, 
and merchant sailors in great demand at high 
wages, Although the crews of all of the ships in 
the Pacitic fleet are short, their marine complements 
have been filled at the expense of the garrison at 
Mare Island, which has been reduced below the au- 
thorized strength in order to do it.

TRIAL OF ARMOR PLATBSS,

of American armor plate trials. At Annapolis, on Friday last, 
ao exhaustive test of the five plates procured from Messrs, 
Carnegie, Phipps and Co., of Pittsbarg, wee com pleted, 
giving results vf the higbeat importance. T cunertennty 
of the homugeneous plates over compound baving de- 
moostrated to the satisfaction of tbe authorities by the 
celebrated test with the three imported plates at Anoapolis 
last September, the latest trials are the beginoing of a series 
of experiments to determine the best of the former char- 
acter vefore a standard is floally adopted for use on Ameri- 
can men-of-war. Ip these jatest triais the victery was won 
by a new form of plate, or ratber by a plate made in this 
country oo a pew system, that of Mr. H. A. Hurvey, of 
Newark, founded on the bomogeneous sieel of Schneider 
and adopting the admitted improvements of a nickel alloy, 
but using a pew process of manufacture, 

This process is that of decarbonizing the surface of the 
stee) plute by a method of cementativa 80 as to give ita very 
bigh temper and extreme hardpess with a view to breaking 
upeven the best projectiles. Taking a bom jus piate 
with nickel alloy, the front surface ist by this pro- 
with a gradual dimioution of it in the interior, while 
the back ot the plate remains uatouched. The object in 
not cootiouing the ng process throughout is to re- 
tain the tougboess and tenacity of the mild steel at the 
back, so that if the projectile shoul? break up the front the 
tendency to crack all war through will be avoided.

ADVICES bave been received at London to the

ov the Mediterranean. The Seignelay was in a very 
bad position, and was about to be abundoned, owing 
to stress of weather. 


WHILE a detachment of German infantry were 
at shooting practice near Neuminster, Schleswig, 
May 7, a wbirl wind sprang up, and the captain, fore- 
seeing disaster, ordered the men to throw them- 
selves flat on the ground.
